Tux person who writes the occasion- 
al leaders which appear in the China 
Mail is evidently one of those bash- 
ful'gentlemen who fancy themselves 
Capable of ruling’ an empire, mar- 


’ ghalling an army, bringing a fleet of 


men-of-war into battle array, singing 


a good comic song, or preaching a- 


sermon with equal-facility. He cer- 


tainly neither lacks the possession of 


‘a good deal of that sort of audacity, 
‘yulgarly termed “cheek,” or a kind 


of comic originality invariably utili- 


; sed to cover a general ignorance, 
which in any ordinary writer for 
‘the press would be deplurable. On 
the 30th ulto. this ingpired oracle 
“let himself out” on the latest phase 
of what is commonly known as the 
‘North Borneo Concession. He does 
_ Not give us any special information 
on the subject, neither does he en- 
lighten us'exactly as to the actual 


purpose of the article; but: he cer- 


tainly upsets all our preconceived 
‘ notions and ideas as to the past-his- 
tory and existing state of. affairs in 
‘the Straits of Malacca. He gravely 
intorms those who care to believe 
him that we had a prior claim to the - 


in Town and Harbour from. 


— 


tells us that “ when the English Go- 
vornment after due deliberation, and 
after due enquiries into the rights 
acquired by the promoters of the 
Borneo Company, grants a charter, 
then a great ‘haloo-baloo’ is raised 
by the very Governments whose 
hands are still soiled by the land 
snatched from natives without the 
‘slightest show of ‘right or reason. 
Wereally do not care about quibbling, . 
but what in tho namo of all that’s 
wonderful docs this writer—who 
generously offers his valuable and: 
gratuitous advice with so.much mag- 
nanimity to the Government of Great 
Britain, Spain, and Holland—mean 
by ‘a great haldo-baloo ”? Is that 
the name of an animal indigenous 
to the soil of Borneo, or a quotation 
from some strange tongue known 
only to the China Mail? We must 
confess that the vast extent of this 
writer’s profound erudition places us 
completely at sea. It is very humi- 
liating to admit that we cannot— 
even after a long period of reflection 
—quite grasp the meuning intended 
to be conveyed by that extraordinary 
expression about the “great haloo- 
baloo”?; but candour compels us 
to acknowledge our inability to-in- 
| telligibly follow the train of thought 
which no doubt—if we could only 
‘understand it—~leads to some won- 
derful information, and .it is to 
be regretted that the worthy writer 
should have hidden his meaning 
in such a mist of words. In try- 
ing to fix some intelligible mean- 
ing on the “great haloo-baloo,” it 
struck us that the well known word 
‘| *hullabaloo” which means an uproar, 
and is the Irish name for the caro- 
nach, or crying together at funerals 
—might have been intended, and 
that the new method of spelling was 
either a funny inver.tion of our con- 
‘temporary’s, or a, painful sign of 
ignorance. “Hullabaloo” has, ac- 
cording to the best authorities exactly 
the same signification as the Huglish 
phrase “hurly-burly” (which is 
derived from the French hurlu-berlu) 
and means a tumult, a commotion, 
or an uproar. However, our surmise 
could finealy be correct as neither 
Spain or Holland have raised the 
slightest hullabaloo or uproar over 
the Borneo Concession. All that 
they have done, so far as is yet 
known, has been perfectly legitimate; 
and although we are not disposed to 
support any action they may decide 
on taking against the English occu- 
pation of the disputed territority, we 


should not be permitted in the ordi- 
nary diplomatic course to protect 
what they consider. their own rights 
and privileges to the best of their 
ability and’ power. In any ‘case it 
‘ill becomes any English newspaper 
to speak of the Spanish Government 
as a power “whose hands are still 
soiled by the land snatched from 
natives without the slightest show of 
right or reason” The hands of 
Great Britain are not so clean that 
we can afford to throw stones at our 
neighbours. It will be quite time 
enough to commence blackguarding 
Spain ‘and: Holland when they do 
something to deserve the thunder of 
the China Matl. At present the 
“great haloo-baloo” of our contem-
